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(Plant Journal, May 1999, Vol 18, No. 4, pages 431-441, Applicant's Search Report), and 
ELENA CASACUBERTA et al. (Plant Journal, October 1998, Vol. 16, No. 1, pages 79-85, 
Applicant's Search Report), and therefore does not constitute a special technical feature as 
defined by PCT Rule 13.2, because it does not define a contribution over the prior art. The 
special technical feature of Group I is a MITE-like element that is capable of causing duplication 
of the target sequence (A)nG(A)n, and the special technical feature of Group II is a MITE-like 
element that is capable of causing duplication of the target sequence TA.
